Conservatives naturaliy 
criticize the bills, the Manitoban 
section being somewhat sore that 
the boundaries of that province 
are not being extended, as they 
are of the opinion that this will 
delay or bar the building of 
Roblin’s railway to Hudson’s 
say. Much comment is also 
expressed regarding lands and 
schools for and against but the 
general tenor of discussion is one 
of great general approval. 

Next to the speech delivered 
by Sir Wilfred Laurier, after the 
rebellion of 1885, his speech on 
autonomy was the finest effort of

After the testimony of witness ; 


Cahningham, given in yesterday's 
BULLETIN, the next witmesses eall 
ed were twoPndians, one Witigo and 
his son, who wzre hired by Sere’t 
Anderson to go in‘o the s ough from 
which. 90 many curious exhbity, in 
conection with this case, have been 
takem. While wading in the slough 
young Witigo found a pair of boot 
These boots it is supposed were thosq 
by which this impression in ihe mud 
near Cardenir’s house were made, as 
previously explained in the evidence, 
The next witness called was Con- 
stable Low of fhe L-s-er Slave Lake 
post of the N.W.M.P. Constable 
Low's story was a I-mg and m erest- 
ing one. Briefly he teld as follows. 
On the morning of the 16th of Oct. 
last I accompanicd Serg’t Anderson. 
our command'ng officer, to the resi- 
demee of a man named Geo. Morin. 
There saw the man K og si‘ting in 
the honse, Serg’t told bm that the 
Igdians said that there had &een a 
companion with him when he came 
to camp on the reserve but that he 
had suddenly disappeared and as the 
Ifidians were very superstitious he 
would ks him % expfoity -wngut 
really happened s{that he could satis 
fy the Indians. Then King (said > 
“The mam you speak about wasn’b 
my partner at all, £ never eaw him 
anti we were wi hin ashort distance 
of the reserve. I over’tock' him watk 
ing on the trail with his belongings 
jacked on his back. We came toge‘ h- 
er to the reserve and camped at the 
spot you speak of for one n'ght but 
the next morning he left for Stur- 
geon Lake, I giving him some grub 
before he star’ed. F don’t know for 


sure what hs name was but I think 


1t was Lyman.” 
Morim, the wwner of tho housa 


where we were spoke up and said te 
King that nearly everyone thought 
he was smuggling whiskey into the 
eountry and ‘Serg’t said ‘that was 
what he thoucht to. Then Low went 
on to telliabowt how the rjext day he 
went to the house ef Midrin again 
with Serg’t Anderson, whe arrested 
K'ng there, upon the chatge of hav- 
ing murdered his partner. The wil- 
mess says: ‘I searched the prisoner

Bdward Glade said fo lived at- Les- 
sor Slave Lake. He recoggnized the 
grisoher whom he had first seen on 
the south side of the Ilbke opposite 
ftony Pont. Witness took him a- 
cross the lake. Had no outf* with 
him. 

The witness ‘ Xavier St, ~- Arnaud 
testified to having talked with the 
prisqier King whom he HMeatiliedy 
about buy’mg the borsess traps 
which King wished to sel my did 
not buy them. 

The testimcny given by the next 
witness was prebably the most con- 
clusive of ‘the ssiting. He is. the 
grandson of the Ch’ef Moctstoos and 
told about how one day he was g£o- 
ing by the place where two men had 
heen in camp ané saw a nearly ex~ 
tinguished fire whose ashes cov- 
ered x large spot of ground. There 
heine no one in the camp he wend 
over and locked abomt. He noticed 
some nearly burned meres ot cloth 
wm the ashes of he fire and also some 
utilis among tho ashes, cone of 
which he picked vp and examined. 
The ashes of the burned ofboth lay 
just as the cloth had Jain and so 
very distinct.
